Mr. Kirin Shah and Mr. Eric Roehl are hereby notified that the California Regional Water 
Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board) reserves the right to 
take any enforcement action authorized by law for the violations described herein. 

Mr. Kirin Shah and Chevron are in violation of San Diego Water Board Investigative 
Order No. R9-2010-0021. 

A. Summary of Violation 

Failure to provide a Site Assessment Workplan per Directive A.1 in Addendum No. 1 to 
Investigative Order No. R9-2010-0021 by 5:00 pm on April 30, 2011. Directive A.1 
requires a workplan adequate to guide the collection of information needed to produce 
an adequate Site Assessment Report described in Directive A.2. 

The Site Assessment Workplan by Donan Environmental, Inc.. dated March 7, 2011 
submitted by Mr. Kirin Shah was inadequate. It does not contain all the elements 
needed to produce an adequate Site Assessment Report described in Directive A.2. 
The Site Assessment Report is to contain source characterization, geologic 
characterization, groundwater flow characterization, waste constituent characteristics, 
groundwater monitoring well information if wells are installed, field methodologies, 
laboratory analytical methods, sample locations and numbers, and a human health 
vapor risk assessment. The workplan only proposed collecting data for a human health 
vapor risk assessment. 

B. Summary of Potential Enforcement Options 

These violations may subject you to additional enforcement by the San Diego Water 
Board or State Water Resources Control Board, including a potential civil liability 
assessment of $5,000 per day of violation (Water Code section 13268) and/or any of 
the following enforcement options:

Cleanup and Abatement Order 
Cease and Desist Order
